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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the third office action for application 1 0/657,855. This application contains 
claims numbered 1,3-10 and 12-17. Claims 2, 1 1 and 18-20 have been canceled by 
the response filed 10/07/04. 

2. Claims 1 , 3-10, 12 and 14-17 are allowed with the following examiner's 
amendment: (Note: claim 13 will be canceled by an examiner's amendment below) 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 12, line 6, after " a shelf bracket", --, and means for defining an opening 
sized to received the means for supporting, the opening having an upper horizontal 
planar surface that contacts the upper horizontal planar support surface of said means 
for supporting when the means for supporting is within the opening -- has been inserted.

Claim 14, line 3, "a" has been deleted and -the shelf - inserted. 

Claim 14, line 4, "a" has been replaced with - the --. 

Claim 14, line 3, between "the" and "bracket" , - shelf -- has been inserted. 

Claim 15, line 1, "a" has been replaced with -- the -- 
Claim 15, line 6, between "upper" and "support surface", - horizontal planar -- 
has been inserted. 
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Claim 15, line 7, between "upper" and "surface", -- horizontal planar - has been 
inserted. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: One major 
difference between claims 1 , 3 and 12 with respect to the closest prior art, Rieman (US 
5, 1 1 0,080) and Jones (US 5, 1 01 ,989) is that neither Rieman nor Jones teaches the 
support portion of the track having an upper horizontal planar support surface and a 
lower horizontal planar surface where the upper horizontal planar support surface is 
being vertically spaced from the lower horizontal planar surface, and the opening in the 
back surface of the standard having an upper horizontal planar surface that contacts the 
upper horizontal planar surface of the track. Reiman also does not teach the front 
surface of the standard having a top portion that contacts the retaining lip of the track 
when the support portion is within the opening as recited in claims 1 and 3.
